John Stuart*e Co. of Greenbrier 
Volunteers, Botetourt County 
Regiment, He took part in the 
Battle of Point Pleasant on 
Cct. 10, 1774. The McKeel Family 
is very rromiuent in the county 
and the farm is still in their 
name. John Mctfeel died in 1825* 
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John and James Bridger were slain 
on this ridge during the last raid 
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and ercaped harm. 
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
